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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant 
claims a slicer comprised of pivoted handles attached to the ends of an arcuate resilient 
plate. The handles have a recessed portion. A plurality of blades having one end 
connected to the arcuate portion and second ends fixed at the recess area are also 
claimed. A spring for the handles is claimed. The prior art shows segmenters, some 
with x-hinged or crossed handles. Also avocado style cutters are shown i.e. with an 
arcuate blade and radiating blades.
